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Big Roundup 
of Stray Horses 
Has Started

MILES AND EXPECT TO ROUND 
UP 25,000 STRAY HORSES—HAS 
ALREADY STARTED WEST OF 
BASSANO. 


Twenty-five thousand wild and stray 
horses, now roaming over a territory 
of 6,000 suare miles or more in South- 
eastern Alberta, will be rounded up, it 
is estimated, in a drive which started 
on May 24, and which will conclude be- 
tween June 10 and 15. This will be 
the greatest undertaking of its kind 
ever attempted in Canada, and partic- 
ipating in the big encircling move- 
will be about 150 riders, each with a 
string of eight to twelve saddle horses. 
The roundup will be initiated on the 
holiday by Wolfe’s wagon, operating 
west and north from Harry Welsh’s 
camp twelve miles west of Bassano. 
‘They will work up the Bow and will 
finish at Crawling valley, northeast 
of Hussar. 

The roundup will take in consider- 
able territory starting from the mouth 
of High River and eastward to a few 
miles west of Suffield, where the ar- 
ganized districts begin. It will go 
North to the Red eer river and 
South to the Saskatchewan. 

The final centre will be Twelve 
Mile Coulee, southeast of Brooks. 
where the. animals will be massed 
about the middle of June.

ed animals as have not been claimed. 

_ It is expected that the final scenes 
will be unusually interesting, and that

Ther efforts have been 
successful and they have secured the 
sanction of the Department of Agri- 
culture to proceéd at once with the 
roundup under the conditions outlined 
by the department and under the sup- 
ervision of a government representa- 
tive. This roundup will take in all 
local improvement district No. 122 and 
that portion of district 152 in open 
grazing land. 

Rex .N. Rose has been selected as 
managerin charge of the roundup and 
Toe Daze, of Bowmanton, has been ap- 
yointed to represent the government. 

Riders will start out on the roundup 
next Monday and when completed the 
horses will all be congregated at. one 
point where they will be looked after 
till the necessary advertising is done 
and the sale held. After the sale all 
unclaimed and unsold animals will 
either be destroyed or taken over by 
the government. to be disposed of otn- 
erwise. 

Farmers and ranchers of the dis- 
trict are advised to keep their horses 
close to home until after the roundup 
as a fee of $2.00 will be charged for 
all animals gathered in during the 
roundup.

Commencing April 15th, the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, having in 
mind the expressed wishes of the 
majority of its patrons, has decided 
to revert to the custom of permit- 
ting no smoking in observation cars 
of ‘its transcontinental trains. 


The production of steel ingots and 
castings in Canada during the month 
of February amounted to 70,953 
tons, an advance of 72 per cent over 
the 41,309 tons produced in January. 
The increase was almost wholly ac- 
counted for by the rise in the quan- 
tity’ of open-hearth basic steel in- 
gots made for the use of producers. 


Canadian farm products exported

suffice to render these various Ashing 
areas remarkable 

The Atlantic coast line, from Labra 
dor to the boundary between the Unit

6,000 miles—not including the lesser 
bays and indentations. Of the coast 
are the noted fisheries of the Grand 
Banks Moreorer, 15,000 square 
miles of inshore waters are entirely 
controlled by the Dominion, while 
Hudson Bay has « shore line of 6,000 
miles . 
Crossing the continent, the Pacific 
Shore line {s over 7,000 miles long and 
has the unique advantage, thanks to 
its multitude of islands, of being ex- 
ceptionally well-sheltered for fisher- 
men Finally, the fresh water lakes 
of the interior constilute an area of 
220,000 square miles. Canada’s share 
of the “Great Lakes along the United 
States. boundary alone covers 34,000 
square miles ‘These varied waters 
yield at least fifty edible species. 
That Canadian fishing waters are 
exceptional in fertility, as well as in 


area, is denoted by the fact that the 


entire catch of salmon, lobsters, her- 
ring, mackerel and sardines, nearly all 
of the haddock and many of the cod, 
hake and pollock are taken within 10 
to 42 miles from shore.

Six Los Angeles’ horses recentiy

moving a six-story brick building, 
weighing 11,000 tons, for a distance of 
226 feet. They did it with the ald 
of a series of tracks over which the 
structure’ moved on rollers. The 
building housed a hotel which had to 
be moved from a site purchased by 
Los Angeles for municipal buildings. 
Nineteen double tracks, a total lengths 
of a mile, were used. Worty-firve lines 
of cable, totalling 8,100 feet, and 
turee capstans conveyed the power 
supplied by the horses. ‘I'he cable, 
tracks and capstans were so arrang 
ed that the six horses pulled with « 
strength equal to 5,400 horses, a mul-_ 
Uplieation of 900. The moving was, 
of course, 900 times: slower than it 
would have been with 6,400 horses*’ 
pulling. Fourteen hundred jacks were 
used. ‘The distance covered in any 
day was 40 feet.
